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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,5,13,17 and 22 are allowed because the closest prior art, Nagarajan et al. (US 
5,884174) or GSM Network Optimization May 2000, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious that there is a monitoring of a quantity of hamdoffs drops versus 
successful handoff calls for an initial Lp term, an adjusting the admission threshold according to 
the result of the initial Lp term monitored in step (a), and then a repeating of the steps until the 
target handoff dropping probability is satisfied; the successive Lp term is longer than or equal to 
the initial Lp term and includes the Lp term, as argued by Applicants in Remarks filed 07/21/00. 

Claims 2-4 depend on claim 1 . Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 6-8 depend on claim 5. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 10-12 depend on claim 9. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 14-16 depend on claim 13. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 18-21 depend on claim 9. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claims 23-26 depend on claim 9. Therefore, they are allowed.
